They are preferable to the coarse qualities , it ia true, .no-called sanitary commissions in 


all the capitals of the provincial districts,coiu 
posed i>f the heads of the Government depart- 
ments, but though they meet occasionally to 
discuss sanitary measures, no one has ever 
heard of these dissensions ha-ving produced 
any satisfactory result. These gentlemen 
think they have done their duty when they 
have collected the tacts as to the spread of 
any paiticular disease. It in very rarely 
that they ever make any attempt to cheek 
it, und people are ao accustomed iu Eu*si<* 
to Government interference that no private 
individual will venture to introduce any 
sanitary reform even in tbe largest towns. 
The consequence is that, althougn there are 
plenty ot" sanitary officials, no real work is 
done to check the spread ot" contagion, and 
thai iu some districts the population is deci- 
mated by the cholera and sinall-pox, while 
iu other* it i* half-starved by tlie destruc- 
tion of it* cattle by tbe riud«rpe«st."
